Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
from' any person with respect to the said draft before 
the period so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 


Draft Rules 

1, These Rules may be called the Aircraft ( 

Amendment) Rules, 1972. 

PART I 

2. In the Aircraft Rules, 1937 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said Rules), in rule 3, 

(i) in sub-rule ( 1 ), 

(1) for clause (5), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“(5) 'Aeroplane’ means a power driven heavier 
than aircraft, deriving its lift in flight chiefly 
from aerodynamic reactions on surfaces 
which remain fixed under given condition® 
of flight.”; 
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(2) after clause 7, the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“(7-A) ‘Aircraft component’ means any part, the 
soundness and correct functioning of which, 
when fitted to an aircraft, is essential to the 
continued airwothiness or safety of the air- 
craft and includes any item of equipment.”; 

(3) for clause (8), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“(II) ‘Airship’ means a power-driven lifihter-than- 
air aircraft.”; 

(4) after clause (9), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“(9-A)‘Air Transport undertaking’ means an 
undertaking whose business includes the 
carriage by air of passengers or cargo for 
hire or reward.”; 

(5) for clause (11), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely: — ' 

“(11) ‘Balloon’ means a non-power-driven lighter- 
than-air aircraft.”; 

(G) after clause (11), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“(11-A) ‘Certificate of Airworthiness’ means a 
certificate issued under these rules, implying 
compliance with the minimum standards of 
airworthiness acceptable to the Director 
General of Civil Aviation,”; 

(7) for clause (18), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“(18) ‘Director General’ means the Director 
General of Civil Aviation and includes any 
person acting as Director General of Civil 
Aviation.”; 

(8) after clause (21), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“(21-A) 'Flight Manual’ means a ManuaL associa- 
ted with the Certificate of Airworthiness, 
containing limitations within which the aero- 
plane is to be considered airworthy, . and con- 
tains instructions and information necessary to 
the flight crew members for the safe opera- 
tion of the aeroplane."; 

(9) after clause (25), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“(25-A) ‘Foreign Aircraft’ means an aircraft 
registered in a country other than India.”; 

(10) for clause (26), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“(20) ‘Glider’ means a non-power-drlven 
heavier-than-air aircraft, deriving its lift in 
flight chiefly from aerodynamic reactions on 
surfaces which remain fixed under given con- 
ditions of flight.”; 

(11) after clause (32), the following clause shall bo 
inserted, namely; — 

“(32-A) ‘Item of equipment’ means any self- 
contained unit, which, when attached to, or 
installed in an aircraft, performs a function 
essential under certain operating conditions 
of airworthiness or safety of the aircraft or 
its occupants."; 


(12) after clause (33). the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

"(33-A) ‘Licence’ means a licence issued under 
these rules.”; 

(ii) after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall 
be inserted, namely: — 

“(2-A) Any power or duty conferred or imposed 
by these rules on the Director General may 
be exercised or discharged by the Director 
Genera] or by any person authorised by the 
Central Government In that behalf. 

PART II 

3. For rule 7 of the said rules, the following rule 
shall be substituted, -namely: — - 

7. Documents to be carried in aircraft. — (I) No 
person shall fly an aircraft unless, valid docu- 
ments, as required by the law of the country 
in which the airraft is registered, are carried 
on board and are kept in the form and 
manner as laid down by that country. 

(2) An aircraft registered in India shall carry on 
board valid documents as required by these 
rules: 

Provided that where a licence or pther document 
has been submitted to a competent authority 
under these rules for renewal or other action, 
that fact, shall be deemed a valid excuse for 
its not being carried on board the aircraft. 

4. In rule 7-B of the said rules, for the words 
“approved by the Director General”, the words “as 
may be prescribed by the Director General” shall be 
substituted. 

3. For rule 15 of the said rules, the following rule 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“15. Conditions to be complied with by aircraft in 
flight.- — The aircraft engaged in international 
navigation, public transport aircraft, aircraft 
let out on payment for instructional or other 
purposes by a Flying Club or a Flying School 
to a member or pupil thereof, aerjal work 
aircraft and the aircraft let out for hire or 
reward for the purpose of being flown by the 
Hirer, or by any other person, shall not be 
flown unless the following conditions are 
complied with, namely: — 

(i) the aircraft shall be certified as airworthy 
and shall be maintained in airworthy con- 
dition in accordance with the provisions of 
Part VI and Part XIII-A or in the case of 
an aircraft not registered in India in 
accordance with the regulations of the 
country in which the aircraft is registered; 

(li) all the terms and conditions on which the 
certificate of Airworthiness was granted 
shall be duly complied with; 

(iii) the aircraft shall carry on board the docu- 
ments or certificates prescribed by these rules 
or by the regulations of the country in 
which the aircraft is registered: 

Provided that any aircraft may toe florin within 
the close vicinity of the aerodrome or place 
of its departure, without a valid Certificate 
of Airworthiness for the purpose of “Test”; 

(iv) the aircraft shall be fitted with the mini- 
mum equipment and instruments stipulated 
under these rules and as may be further 
specified.: 
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Provided that the Central Government may, by 
order in writing, and subject to such con- 
ditions as may be stated in that order, 
exempt any aircraft from the operation of 
this rule, 

0. In rule 17 of the said rules, after the word “certi- 
ficate” wherever it occurs, the words “authorisation 
and approval” shall be inserted. 

7, In rule 19 of the said rules, 

(11 in the marginal heading for the words “and 
certificate”, the words “certificates”, authorisation and 
approval" shall be inserted; 

(2) for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“(2) The Director General may cancel or suspend 
any certificate granted under these rules 
relating to the airworthiness of an aircraft or 
a type Certificate of an aircraft or in respect 
of an aircraft component, or item of equip- 
ment if he is satisfied that a reasonable doubt 
exists as to the — - 

(al safety of the aircraft or the type of air- 
craft; or 

Ob) the airworthiness of the aircraft component 
or item of equipment in respect of which a 
type Certificate exists, and may vary any 
condition attached to any such certificate if 
he is satisfied that reasonable doubt exists 
as to whether such conditions afford a 
sufficient margin of safety,”;

— A register of aircraft 
registered in India shall be maintained by 
the Director General and shall include the 
particulars as provided for in respect of 
Certificate of Registration in rule 30- Such a 
register shall be Open to inspection by mem- 
bers of the public at such times and subject 
to such conditions as may be laid down,"

(b) the Director General is satisfied as to its 
suitability for aviation purposes. 

14. After rule 49 of the said rules, the following 
rules shall be inserted, namely: — 

"49-A. Issue of Type Certificate to an aircraft, 
aircraft components and Items of equipment 
Imported. — (1) The Director General may 
direct by general or special order that there 
shall be a Type Certificate in respect of any 
type of aircraft, aircraft components or item 
of equipment imported in India. 

(2) The Director General may issue a Type 
Certificate in respect of any aircraft, aircraft 
component or item of equipment designed or 
manufactured elsewhere and imported in 
India."

purpose of experiment or test, as the case may- 
be. 

(b) While an aircraft component or item of eouin-

rised person as may be prescribed by the 
Director General. The form and manner and 
the distribution of the Certificate and its copies 
referred to in the above sub-rules and preserva- 
tation thereof shall be as may be prescribed 
by the Director General.

— Every aircraft re- 
quired under these rules to be provided with 
a Certificate of Airworthiness and aircraft 
components and items of equipment on such 
aircraft shall periodically be inspected, over- 
hauled and certified on completion of the 
prescribed flight time or calendar time or on 
the basis of any other stipulated condition in 
accordance with the approved maintenance 
schedule® or approved maintenance system. 
Such inspection and certification shall be 
effected by appropriately licensed Engineers 
or authorised persons as may be specified. 

(2) All other aircraft not required to have a Certi- 
ficate of Airworthiness under these rules, air- 
craft component® and items of equipment 
installed thereon will be maintained as may be 
specified. 

(3) A certificate in pursuance of the proceeding 
sub-rules shall not be issued unless., the 
materials, processes, parts, method comply with 
such designs, drawings 1 , specifications, or 
instructions as may be issued 'bv the manu- 
facturers nr as mpv be prescribed or approved 
bv the Director C°neral The method and 
workmanship shall be in accordance with 
standard aeronautical practice or as may be

(a) ceases or fails to conform with the require- 
ment of these rules, in respect of operation, 
maintenance modification*, repair, replace- 
ment, overhaul, process or inspection, which 
is applicable to that aircraft; 

(to) is modified or repaied otherwise than in 
accordance with the provisions of these 
rules; 

(c) suffers major damage; or 

(d) develops a major defect which would affect 
the safety of the aircraft or its occupants in 
subsequent flights. 

(2) If at any time, the Diector General is satisfied 
that reasonable doubt exists as to the safety 
of an aircraft or as to the safety of the type 
to which that aircraft belongs, he may- 

fa) suspend or cancel the Certificate of Air- 
worthiness in respect of the aicraft; or 

(b) require the aircraft or an aircraft compo- 
nent or an item of equipment of that air-

(4) Where the Certificate of Airworthiness of an 
aircraft is suspended or deemed to be suspend- 
ed, the Director General may, upon an appli- 
cation made by the owner or operator of the 
aircraft and subject to such requirements as 


may be specified by him, having regard to the 
safety of the aircraft and persons thereon,— 

(a) permit the aircraft to ferry-fly to a place 
without passengers on board, where the 
maintenance required to remove the sus- 
pension of the Certificate of Airworthiness 
can be performed in accordance with the 
rules; 

(b) authorise flights for the purpose of experi- 
ment or tests; 

(c) authorise flights where the safety or succour 
of persons or aircraft is involved; and 

(d) authorise flights for special purposes. 

(5) The Director General may, by general oi 
special order and subject to such conditions as 
may be specified in that order, exempt any air- 
craft from the operation of any provision of 
this rule.” 

23. For rule 50 of the said rules, the following rule 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

"56. Indian Aircraft operating outside. — Where an 
aircraft registered in India is operating in a 
country outside India, the aircraft, or any of 
Its components or items of equipment shall not 
be modified, repaired, replaced, inspected or 
overhauled except by or under the sunervision 
of. and certified by — 

(a) in the case of a Contracting State, a person 
who is approved for the purpose by the 
appropriate authority of the Contracting 
State in accordance with the minimum re- 
quirements adopted in pursuance of the con- 
vention and recognized bv the Director 
General as sufficient for the purpose. 

(to) in the case of a country other than a Con- 
tracting State, a person who possesses quali- 
fications which are recognized by the 
Director General as sufficient for the pur- 
pose.” 

24. For rule 57 of the said rules, the following rule 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“57. Instilments and equipment. — (1) Every air- 

craft shall be fitted and equipped with the 
instrument and equipment including Radio 
Apparatus and Special Equipment as may be 
specified according to the use and circum- 
stances under which the flight is to- be con- 
ducted. 

('2) Such instruments and equipment shall be of an 
approved type and installed in an approved 
manner and shall be maintained in a service- 
able condition.” 

25. For rule 58 of the said rules, the following rule 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“58. Weight and balance. — (1) Every aircraft shall 
be weighed and appropriately marked and 
centre of gravity determined. The weight 
schedule, load/trlm sheet shall be displayed or 
carried on board an aircraft subject to such 
conditions' as may be specified. 

( 2 ) (a) An aircraft shall not attempt to take off, fly 
or land at a weight in excess of the maximum 
permissible weight as specified in the Certi- 
ficate of Airworthiness or as authorised bv the 
Director General. 

(b) The load of an aircraft throughout a flicht in- 
cluding take-off and landing shall be so distri- 
buted that the centre of gravity position rf the 
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aircraft falls within the limitations prescribed 
or approved by the Director General: 

Provided that the Director General may, by special 
order in writing and subject to such conditions 
as may be specified in that order, exempt any 
aircraft from the operation of this rule,” 

20. For rule 59 of the said rules, the following rule 
shall be substituted, namely: — - 

“59. Defects and defective parts. — (1) A major 
defect in or a major dumage to an aircraft 
registered in India shall be reported hi the 
manner to be specified. 

(2) When any part of an aircraft is revealed or 
suspected to be defective, the Director 
General may require it to be delivered to a 
person or organization authorised by him. in 
this behalf for examination.” 

27. After rule 59 of the said rules, the following rule 
shall be inserted, namely: — 

"69- A. Defects in a Foreign Aircraft. — (1) When an 
aircraft registered outside India, whilst in 
Indian territory sustains major damage or a 
major defect is found,, the Director General, 
on ascertaining that fact, muy, prohibit the air- 
craft from flying. 

(2) Where, in pursuance of . sub-rule (.1). the 
Director General prohibits an aircraft fjrom 
flying, he shall furnish to the appropriate 
authority of the country of registration of the 
aircraft information of the action which he has 
taken and a report of the damage suffered or 
defect found. 

(3) The prohibition imposed in pursuance of sub- 
rule ( l ) shall not be removed until the appro- 
priate authority of the country of registration 
of the aircraft notifies to the Director 
General — 

fa) that the suspension of the Certificate of Air- 
worthiness of the aircraft imposed by that 
authority in respect of the damage or defect 
suffered or ascertained has been removed; 

(b) that the damage suffered or defect found or 
ascertained is not of such a nature as to 
prevent minimum requirements of safety 
ndopted in pursuance of the Convention; or 

(c) that in the circumstances of a particular 
case, the aircraft should be permitted to fly 
without paasengers to a, place at which it can 
ibe restored to an airworthy condition. 

(4) In removing the prohibition imposed in pur- 
suance of sub-rule (1), the Director General 
may impose such conditions on the operation of 
the aircraft as are notified to him by the 
appropriate authority of the country of regis- 
tration of the aircraft.” 

28. For rule HO of the said rules, the following rule 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

"GO. Maintenance standards and certification.— (1) 

In this rule, ‘maintenance’ refers to perfor- 
mance of all work necessary for the purpose 
of ensuring that the aircraft is airworthy and 
safe including servicing of the aircraft and all 
modfication, repairs, replacements, overhauls, 
processes, treatment, tests, operations and In- 
spections of the aircraft, aircraft components 
and items of equipment required for that pur- 
pose. 

(2) (a) The Director General may, in *respect of 
any aircraft, aircraft component, and item of 


equipment, prescribe standards and conditions 
for its maintenance. 

(b) The Director General while notifying the 
maintenance requirements and while approving 
a maintenance system shall have regard to — 

(i) the maintenance facilities available; 

(ii) intervals in flight time, calendar time or any 
other basis, which may elapse with safety 
between inspections, tests, or overhauls; 

(ili) the content, disposition qnd period of preser- 
vation of the records kept in respect of 
maintenance; 

fiv) type of operation in which the aircraft IN 
engaged; 

(v) any conditions, like dust, salt-air climatic 
conditions or other factors and the routes 
flown or bases used which may have an 
effect upon airworthiness; and 

(Vi) Any other relevant considerations. 

(3) Any aircraft engaged in public transport in- 
cluding aerial work and flying training shall 
not be flown unless — 

(a) it has been maintained in accordance with 
such requirement as may be prescribed by 
the Director General or as stipulated in the 
approved Maintenance Schedules or System; 

(b) maintenance of the aircraft has been carried 
out by or under the supervision of a person 
licensed or approved or authorised for the 
purpose; and 

(c) all maintenance carried out has been certi- 
fied by appropriately licensed Engineers, 
approved or authorised persons within the 
period specified by means of a ‘Certificate’ 
as may be prescribed by the Director 
General. 

(4) The contents, form, period or validity disposi- 
tion, preservation of the Certificate shall be in 
the form and manner as may be specified. 

(5) No aircraft shall commence any flight if subse- 
quent to the issue of a Certificate in pursuance 
of this rule, it has suffered any damage or 
revealed any defect other than items covered 
in the Approved List of ^Deficiencies which 
would render the aircraft unsafe for flight and 
which would not, in accordance with the ordi- 
nary aeronautical practice, be remedied by the 
pilot or Crew. 

(0) Notwithstanding the above, the Director 
General may, by general or special order and 
subject to such conditions as may be specified 
in that order, exempt any aircraft from the 
operation of this rule.” 

29. For sub-rule (1) of rule 61 of the said rules, the 
following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely; — - 

(1) For the purpose of rules 62, 63 and GO, the 
Central Government may grant licences to 
persons to act in the capacity of Aircraft 
Maintenance Engineers, and to sign in connec- 
tion with the construction, repair, overhaul and 
maintenance of aircraft such certificates as 
may be prescribed by the Director General or 
required under these rules, 
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FART IX 

30. For rule G7 of the said rules, the following rule 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“87. Log books and logs, — (1) The following log 
books shall be kept and maintained in respect 
of all aircraft registered in India.

in. 

(vi) training schools. 

(b) In this part ‘Manual’ means Quality Control 
Munual, Design Manual, Training Manual, 


Stores Manual required to be provided by a* 
Organization under sub-rule (4). 

(2) General requirements. — An Organization shall 
have adequate facilities including qualified 
and trained staff and necessary equipment for 
tests and inspection aids. 

(3) Approval. — The Director General may, oh 
request and on being satisfied, approve an 
organization or person to operate under the 
system of approval. Where considered neces- 
sary, organization or persons engaged in spe- 
cific activities may ibe required by the Direc- 
tor General to operate under an approved 
system. For operating under an approved 
system, the Organization or person shall comp- 
ly with the requirements including provision 
of Manuals as may be prescribed by the Direc- 
tor General. 

(4) Manuals.— (a) An approved organization shall 
provide for the use and guidance of- its per- 
sonnel, Manuals, which shall contain details 
of information concerning policies, procedures, 
practices and quality control methods relat- 
ing to activities of that organization and as 
may be prescribed by the Director Geneiai. 

lb) A complete copy of the Manual or such por- 
tions of the Manual as the Director General 
may direct shall be submitted to the appro- 
priate Regional ollice of the Civil Aviation 
Deportment for approval. 

(c) An approved organization shall revise its 
Manuals from time to time whenever neces- 
sary as a result of changes in its operations, 
aircraft equipment or practices or experience 
with the existing nircrait equipment or prac- 
tices. Any revision of practices and proce- 
dures which affects the airworthiness or safety 
of the aircraft or equipment shall be subject 
to the prior approval of the Director General. 

(5) Manual(s) — Distribution. — Copies of the Manual 
and amendments thereto shall be furnished by 
the approved organization to such of its per- 
sonnel as considered necessary, to the Direc- 
tor General and to such other person associat- 
ed with the work of the organization, us the 
Director General considers necessary. 

(0) Personnel— Responsibilities. — Members of tho 
organization shall comply with all the instruc- 
tions relating to their duties as contained in 
the Manual (s). 

(7) Training.— An organization shall ensure that 
provision is made for imparting necessary 
instructions to its personnel who are autho- 
rised to certify for proper discharge, of their 
duties and responsibilities. 

(8) Records. — An organization shall maintain 
complete records of its activities and such 
other records as may be required by the Direc- 
tor Genneral. The records, reports, logs, 
drawings, shall be made available to the Direc- 
tor General for inspection and check and at 
such times as he directs. The records shall 
be kept for a period as may be specified. 

(9) Civil Airworthiness Requirement Part(s). — An 

organization shall comply with the essential 
requirements as may toe prescribed in the 
publication titled Civil Airworthiness Re- 
quirements, 

f 10 ) Without prejudice to the provisions of any 
rule, the Director General may, after such 
enquiry as he may deem fit, cancel, suspend 
or endorse any approval or authorization or 
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take any other action as provided under this 
rule against an organization or a person where 
he is satisfied that— i 

(a) the conditions stipulated by the Director 
General under this rule or under the Civil 
Airworthiness Requirement parts are not 
being complied with; 

(b) A person or organization has performed 
work, or granted a certificate in respect of 
the work which has not been performed 
in a careful or competent manner or has 
performed work beyond the seppe of his or 
its approval or failed to make proper en- 
tries and certification thereof or for any 
other reason considered by the Director 
General as sufficient to cancel, suspend or 
endorse an approval or authorization grant- 
ed under this rule." 


PART XIII

(b) In this part ‘Manual’ refers to Operator's 
‘Maintenance System Manual or Operator's 
‘Quality Control Manual’ or any other Manual 
covering such requirements as the case may 
be,” 

‘155. Private aircraft owners. — (1) General Re- 
quirements. — A private aircraft, aircraft com- 
ponents and items of equipment shull be main- 
tained as may be prescribed by the Director 
General. 

(.2) Records.- — An owner shall malntairf complete 
records of the total time flown, the time flown 
since last overhaul and the time flown since 
last in- nee i ion and any other data as may be 
directed by the Director General. The records 
shall also be made available for inspection 
and check and shall be mentioned for the 
period to be specified by the Director General. 

(3) Civil Airworthiness Requirement Parts An 

owner shall comply with the Engineering, Ins- 
pection and Manual Requirements, as may he 
prescribed in CAR- Part(s).” 

"155-A. Commercial Operators — (1) Definitions.— 

In this rule, “Commercial Operator" means an 
operator engaged on scheduled or non- 
scheduled operations including aerial work and 
flying training and includes an owner of air- 
craft who lets out for hire for the purpose of 


being flown by the hirer or by any other 
person, 

(2) General requirement. — An operator shall have 

access to an adequate organization, including 
qualified and trained staff together with work- 
shop and other equipment, facilities and 
Inspection aids as may be found necessary. 

(3) Approval. — The Corporation shall operate 

under an ‘Approved Maintenance System’ for 
providing a basis of operation under a dele- 
gated system of airworthiness control for the 
safety of its aircraft and persons it carries on 
board the aircraft. The Director General, 
may, on request and on being satisfied, grant 
approval for other scheduled and non- 
scheduled and aerial work operators and flying 
clubs to operate under ‘Approved Maintenance 
System’. They may, in addition, be required 
by the Director General to operate under an 
‘Approved Maintenance System’, wherever 
considered necessary, For the grant or issue 
and continued -validity of operation under the 
‘Approved Maintenance System’, the Operator 
shall comply with the requirements specified In 
the Civil Airworthiness Requirement Parts and 
as may be required by the Director General, 

(4) Manuals. — (a) An operator shall provide for 
the use and guidance of its personnel. Manuals 
which shall contain details qf information con- 
cerning policies, procedures, practices and 
quality control methods relating to activities 
of that operator and containing such further 
Information as may be prescribed by the 
Director General. 

(b) A complete copy of the Manual or such 
portions of the Manual as the Director General 
may direct shall be submitted to the appro- 
priate Regional office of the Civil Aviation 
Department for approval. 

(c) An approved Operator shall revise its Manuals 
from time to time and whenever found neces- 
sary as a result of changes in its operations, 
aircraft, equipment or practices or experience 
with the existing aircraft, equipment or 
practices. Any revision of practices and pro- 
cedures which affect the airworthiness or 
safety of the aircraft or equipment shall toe 
subject to the prior approval of the Director 
General. 

(5) Manual (si— Distribution. — Copies of the 

Manual and the revisions thereof shall be 
supplied by an app-roved operator to such of 
its personnel and to such other persons associa- 
ted with the work of that operator, as the 
Director General considers necessary. 

(0) Personnel — Responsibilities. — Employees of an 
approval operator shall comply with all the 
instructions relating to their duties as con- 
tained in the Manual (s). 

(71 Training. — An approved operator shall ensure 
that provision has been made for imparting 
instructions to its personnel authorised to 
certify as may be considered necessary for the 
proper discharge of their duties and responsi- 
bilities. 

(8) Records. — Every operator including an approv- 
ed operator shall maintain complete records 
of the total time flown, the lime flown since 
last overhaul and the time flown since last 
inspection of all airframes, engines. Instru- 
ments, radio apparatus, equipment and acces- 
sories They shall also maintain such other 
records as may be required by the Director 
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General to whom those records shall be made 
available for inspection and check whenever 
required by him. The records shall be kept 
for a period to be specified by the Director 
General. 

(9) Civil Airworthiness Requirement Parts. — 

Every opeiator including an approved operator 
shall comply with Engineering Inspection and 
Manual requirements, as may be prescribed in 
the Civil Airworthiness Requirement Farts. 

(10) Without prejudice to the provisions of any 
rule, the Director General may, after such 
enquiry as he may deem fit, cancel, suspend or 
endorse any approval or authorization or take 
any other action as provided under this rule 
against an operator or any other person when 
he is satisfied that — • 

(a) the conditions specified by the Director 
General under this rule and the Civil Air-, 
worthiness requirement Parts are not being 
complied with; and 

(b) the operator or any other person has per- 
performed work, or granted a certificate m 
respect of ihc work which has not been per- 
formed in a careful or desired manner or 
has performed work beyond fhe scope of its 
or his approval or failed to make proper 
entries and certification thereof or for any 
other reason considered by the Director 
General to be sufficient to cancel, suspend or 
endorse an approval or authorization granted 
under this rule ”

G.S.R. 832. — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Ministry of Law, Legislative Department 
Class I Posts (Law Journals) Recruitment Rules, 
1968, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of 
Law, Legislative Department Class I posts (Law 
Journals) Amendment Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the official Gazette. 

2, In the Ministry of Law, Legislative Department 
Class I posts (Law Journals) Rules, 1968, — 

(1) for rule 5, the following rule shall be substi- 
tuted, namely: — 

"5, Disqualification: — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said 
posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule.”; 

(2) after rule 6, the following rule shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

‘‘7. Savina. — Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservation aqd other concessions required tq 
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be provided for the Schedule Castes, the 
Schedule Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders Issued 
by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.”; 

3. in the Schedule, against the post of “Editor”, in 
column 7— 

(a) under the heading ‘‘Essential”, in item (2), 
for the words “the post of a Reader in Law”, 
the words “a teaching post in the Law Faculty” 
shall be substituted; 

(b) in Note (a), for the words “a Reader in 
Law”, the words “has held a teaching post in 
the Law Faculty” shall be substituted; 

(c) in Note (b), for the words “has been a Reader 
in Law", the words “has held a teaching post 
in the Law Faculty” shall be substituted.
